A 
passenger train cro«ein« a bridge 1-0 
feat-above the Cahaba River, ivas de- 
railed and fell through, involving the 
loss 
of 28 lives, with the prpba-Dihty 


that several more will die. After the 
train fell into the gulf below it took 
flro and was consumed. It appeared 
tliat a raii had been removed on the 
trestle 
work by scoundrels who had 


planned the disaster at that place for 
the greater facilities that could be se- 
cured for robbery- The lives of all the 
passengers 
were of no consequence. 


They could all be mangled and roasted 
for the few dollars which might be ob- 
tained. 
There is hardly a crime known of a 


more 
diabolical character than th< 


criminal wrecking of a railway train. 
This crime has increased to Buch an 
extent 
that in several States it has 


been maOe a capital offence, and many 
other States will put the same criminal 
stamp upon it. Murder .is punishable 
by death. But there is no form of mur- 
der involving a. greater degree of" guilt 
than the wrecking of a. railway train for 
plunder, or revenge. 


In this State this is a capital crime. 


It is noted that it member of the As- 
sembly from San Francisco has intro- 
duced a bill reducing this crime from 
on-j Involving: capita] punishment. No 
such bill ought to become a lav.'. The 
public interest requires that the law 
should remain as it Is, and that every 
crime 
of that nature should be em- 


phasised as a. capital offence. AVhat 
punishment less than death, if- at all 
adecfunte* for such criminals as those 
who sent twenty-eight passengers to 
a horrible death near Birmingham? It 
would be a poor and sickly sentimen- 
tality that would say that such diabol- 
ical rascals as the men who committed 
these 
wholesale 
murders, had any- 


right to llva. 


In several Western and Southwest- 


ern States foreigners were formerly 
permitted to vote without taking out 
any naturalization papers. That was I 
the concession made In Texas and Min- i 
nesota, probably, to encourage immi- 
gration. 
The constitutional amend- 


ment denying the right of suffrage to 
an unnaturaliaed foreigner was adopted 
by an overwhelming majority at the 
recent election In Minnesota. 
Texas, 


also, decided that an alien must have 
taken out his first papers at least six 
months before the election, in order to 
vote. Gradually the people of the Unit- 
ed States are beginning to understand 
that if they are to coritlnue to possess 
their country they must govern it them- 
selves, and are taking measures to se- 
cure their rights. It is none too noon.

Latest Movement for a Pacific Cable 


California and all the Pacific Coast 


is interested in a Marine Cable, even 
if it did not begin or end in this State. 
Wfc have watched with some interest 
the Initial proceedings for a marine ca- 
ble on the part of the CanaJ-ai Gov- 
ernment, 
through the joint action of 


England, Canada, Australia, and New 
Zealand, The 
news today indicates 


that 
a 
Cable Commission has been 


signed In London, -which amounts to a 
unicn 
of action by all the 'countries 


named. This 
cable will extend from 


Vancouver 
to New Zealand and Aus- 


tralia. There are to be no foreign sta- 
tions, 
consequently there will be no 


station 
at Honltilu, or at any other 


point in Hawaii. 
A subrfdy of 110,000,000 for such a 


cable, 
divided 
between the several 


countries, and probably guaranteed by 
•JEnKfend, i» onc ot tne Prospective re- 
sults. That amount would insure the 
construction of the cable. The matter 
assumes the more interest because'that 
nrbject may in some particulars cross 
American plans. If .a cable is laid down 
between Vancouver and Australia it is 
morally 
certain, that another would 


not be laid down between California 
and Australia. , 
But the field for even a greater enter- 


prise would be left open. A cable to 
Havv-ail, 
thence to Japan and China, 


ie one of much more commercial im- 
portance. It 
is doubtful if any com- 


pany in this country would «,t present 
undertake euch an enterprise without 
the backing of a subsidy. At present 
there is no such backing in sight. But 
great events now crowd each other so 
swiftly ' that it is not safe to assume 
that from some quarter the money may 
not be forthcoming- for one great Ame.r- 
ican Pacific Cable^

So many frauds have been perpetrat- 


ed, or attempted under what are called 
marriage contrasts, that these should 
no longer have any validity in courts 
or out of them. The marriage contract 
was a device by which, rich men, or 
their estates, were plundered. It was 
only necessary to produce a paper with 
a genuine or fraudulent signature, the 
contract having been filled in by anoth- 
er hand, to begin a controversy involv- 
ing millions.

A suit has been commenced in the 


courts in which two lads from Zanzi- 
bar, Juma.h' Mish and Musa Prime are 
the plaintiffb. The suit involves Dr. O. 
L. Jones and Dr. L. A. Herrick who 
were foimerly the patrons and guard- 
jans of the lads and who brought them 
to America. 


The plaintiffs demand that each phy- 


sician pay $180 for wages and $225, the 
sum necessary for transportation to 
Zanzibar. Wearied of civilization they 
long to return home. 


Around the dry recital of the facts 


in the suit is a romantic story told by 
Musa Prime, the piotege of Z>r. Her- 
rick. 
He says his father is King of 


Zanzibar and he is the heir apparent. 
Both lads claim that they were stolen 
by a guide, place on board a steamship 
and taken to ^Bremen where they were 
turned over to the Oakland physicians 
who made them servants. They were 
brought to Oakland and remained with 
the doctors until recently when they 
became discontented. They are now the 
wards of the Afiican Church and have 
interested Rev. J. L. Allen and Deacon 
A. F. Holland of that congregation in 
their case. 


Both Dr. Herrick and Dr. Jones are 


considerably annoyed at the way the 
boys have acted and declare that the 
suit is a case of blackmail. 


' The whole story as told by them is 
absurd," said Dr Jones this morning, 
"Juinah JMish and Musa Pi ime wcie Di. 
Herrick's and my guides 
while 
we 


were in Zanzibar. 
They 
wanted 
to 


come to America and begged to be 
taken with us. The American consul 
said that it would be all right to bring 
them over and we took them with the 
ntention of educating both, boys as mis- 
sionaries. We have treated them well 
and done everything in our power to 
make them good Christians. They were 
all right until they fell in with a bad 
class of coloied people in this city, wo- 
men who \veie trying to obtain pos- 
session of all the pocket money we 
gave the boys. We remonstrated with 
the boys for associating with such wo- 
men but they 'imagined that they were 
desperately in love and paid no atten- 
tion to our remonstrances. These wo- 
men were the class that decent colored 
people refused to associate with. They 
have the boys in their clutches and 
are making an attempt to extort money 
from us. It is a case of blackmail and 
if they do not cease their attempts, I 
shall have 
them 
arrested 
on that 
charge. 
Why, their case would 
fall 


through before U was even tried as 
there is not a particle of evidence to 
support these charges. 
They say we 


made them call us masters which is un- 
true. They were carefully examined be- 
fore the authorities in !New York and 
they swore again and again to their 
willingness to come to this country and 
their freedom in so doing. 


"The pastoi of the colored church 


told me today that he would have noth- 
ing more to do with the boys as he had 
seen them In bad company. 
He in- 


vestigated the boys' charges against 
ub and found that they were utterly un- 
true. 


"Musa Prime's claim that Pie is a. son 


of a king is simply absurd. He is prob- 
ably the son of a prevaricator. 
Both 


those boys think they \\tll extort money 
from us to marry the darky girls they 
are in love with and the girls are back- 
ing them in the attempt. But they are 
mistaken and we will have them arrest-

The decision of the Supreme Court 


regarding a section of the fee bill of 
1895 is not so far-reaching in its scope 
as was at first supposed. It does not 
affect any other section of the bill, or 
any other fees than those that are 
fixed for single cases and then limited 
in the aggregate. It is these limitations 
that the Supreme Court has declared to 
be void. 
* 


With the limitations removed, it is 


now possible for Justices of the Peace 
and constables to earn unlimited sal- 
aries, but the individual fees must be 
in accordance with the sections of the 
new fee b:ll of 3895. Yesterday's de- 
cision does not, in any single particular, 
revive the old fee bill. 


The case is of great interest to the 


officials of Alameda County because 
Constable Cronin was a. party in in- 
terest in the case taken to the Supreme 
Courc from Santa Clara County.
